COMPROMISE COMMITTEE.

KNOTT VS. ORTON. 
THE CONGRESSMAN OFF SOUNDINGS. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Wasmineron, D. C., Dec. 21.—The debate has 
settled one thing. It has established the precedent 
that the House of Representatives will accept a 
telegraphic dispatch as the offlcial report of a com- 
mittee. Bains, the New Orleans telegraphic man- 
ager, is to be brought before the bar of the House 
to answer for contempt. The Democrats regret 
that the rule did not also include President Orton. 
Knott said that Orton ought to be arrested for 
thrusting himself between the Committee and the 
law. The Democrats have become so accustomed to 
the exercise of arbitrary power tha they did not con- 
sider so important a constitutional question worthy 
of consideration, and declined to allow the Re- 
publicansan hour’s debate. The Democrats re- 
sorted to the previous question and the gag rule.

GEORGE H. HAMLET

turned, out from all portions of the perish and 
stated they intended to carry every election.

No vio- 
lence was shown until the day of election, when it 
was reported that the negroes were rising in the 
parish to carry the election. Numbers of strange 
white men came in, and reports were circulated 
that arms bad been brought to town, and many 
colored voters were intimidated and did not vote, 
and many staid away.

He then told of the conduct of the rifie-ciubs 
at a Republican barbecue at Saint James 
chapel, which was broken up by them, and the 
effect of Patton's letter in pm! Democrats to 
attend all blican meetings and intimidate the 
speakers, and gave the history of the arming of the 
whites in Monroe. When the report came that the 
negroes had fired into houses on the island, wit- 
ness, being a Sheriff, offered to go with two men 
and investi the whole affair.

The negroes became very badly 
frightened, and came to me for advice, and wanted 
to arm and ize, and fight.

A few 
days afterwards t seventy-five colored men, 
who were tired of sleeping in the cotton fields and 
having their houses shot into, got ther on the 
island and determined to fight, but Mr. Head and 
others went to them and advised them to disperse, 
which they did. t. Theobold’s company then 
inaugurated a reign of terror on the island. On the 
day Gen. Nicholls spoke at Monroe, Mr. 
Farmer, member of Congress from that 
district. advised me to leave or 
I'd be killed, saying the people believed he had 
to!d the negroes to arm and fight. Mr. Farmer did 
not believe it, but the worst clement of the whites 
believed it, and he advised me to leave. Several 
prominent Democrats had toid witness since he 
came here not to return. Started back, and at that 
Wells received a telegram from his Deputy that 
there were open threats to assassinate him. Went 
back on the 15th of October, and attempted to 
organize the Republican party, and did put up a 
ticket and started to go into the country, but was 
advised chat H I did attempt to hold meetings I 
would be assassinated. Asked Capt. Hale to send 
eoldiers, which he did, but the negroes were afraid 
to come ont, cspecially on the island. where Capt. 
Theobold's company attended the meetings, 
hooted our speakers and intimidated the negroes. 
Riflemen were organized by the Democrats in 
every ward in the parish. 

He then gave u list of colored men who bad been 
killed and wounded, whose names have already 
been published; and algo to the hanging up of two 
men and whipping of a number of others by bull- 
dozcrs; and also a large number of colored persons 
who were driven from home, seventy-five of whom 
he had to feed at Monroe. There had been no com- 
paint of the official conduct of the Repablican 
officials in Ouachita, but the Democrats said they

CHARLES 8. ABELL, 

Assistant Secretary of the Returning Board, was 
called to the stand. Resided on Robinson street. 
New Orleans. Has been here since 1874. Came 
from Shreveport. Has been in the State 
since 1869. Is a native of Rhode Island. 
Has been acting as Assistant Secretary 
of the Board since November, 1874. Was 
not present continually during the sessions of the 
Board during the open session. When he Demo- 
cratic Committee from the North was here was 
not present all the time, but only occasionally 
when in executive session. Received returns 
when they came to hand, and receipted for them 
to the Supervisors. In no case were amended re- 
turns received. Some papers presented by the 
Democratic Committee were received by me. In 
the case of Baton Rouge the boxes were received 
from the Clerk of the Court; also one from Con- 
cordia. Did not know how these returns affected 
the orignal returns. They were asked for by the 
Demociatic counse]. Simply receipted for the box 
from Concordia from & person styling himself 
Clerkof the Court. They had no record of date; 
gave no official receipt for it. The custom of the 
Supervisor is to establish a poll in each Justice's 
ward. Could not state whether the returs were 
received from all the polls in the State; only know 
from common report whether any polle were not 
returned. His duties as Assistant Secretary gave 
him control of the clerks, but he never examined 
the tabulated statement. That duty was left for 
the chief clerk. Only knew that the Board can- 
vassed all the returns returned to it. Cannot state 
what the result for the different Electors was. 

A copy of the polls registered by the Board was 
shown witness, and he was asked as to its accuracy 
in regard to the whole number, which was 68. On 
being asked tue total number of votes, wit- 
ness stated he had not footed them up, and was 
directed to furnieh the addition to-morrow. Did 
not know that any polls in the Parish of Orleans 
were thrown out. The Board had no official 
knowledge of anything not returned by the Super- 
visors, and could not act on polls not before them. 
Am paid by the fees of office, which run from 
$4 to $100 per month. In 1874 was Inspector in 
the Custom Honse at $3 or $4 per day. ‘as then 
Assistant Secretary ofthe Returning Board.

It 
was oath-bound. The members had arms and 
cartridges. Was President of a colored Demo- 
cratic club of about thirty members. No intimida- 
tion was used to induce colored men to join the 
Democrats, but the Republicans intimidated Dem- 
ocratic speakers, and told negrocs if the Democrats 
succeeded they would all be put back to slavery. 
Cross-examined: Quit 41 when he joined 
the Democratic party. They drove him out of 
church and took his license away from 
him.

He says that in 
1868 he owned Lot 10 ef the Assessors’ Subdivision 
of the B. % of Block 20 in Brand’s Addition 
to Chicago, then werth 52, 000, including 
a house thereon. He was at that time 
in business in Montana, and, being somewhat short 
of ready money, made an arrangement with Jacob 
Schimmels, whom he supposed to be a faithful 
friend, to convey the property to him by way of 
security for any advances he might make to Mrs, 
Woessner. Schimmels, however, failed to advance 
any money, but immediately, at Mrs. Woessner's 
request, conveyed the whole property by quit 


claim to her without consideration. In 1870 this ‘ 


property was condemned for a street, and Mrs. 
oessner received 35. cash for it from the 
city. She thereupon invested $900 in the pur- 
chase of Lots 50 and 51 of the Subdivision of the 
S. % of Blocks 55 and 56 of the Division of Sec. 
10. 30, 14. and $1,400 more in the purchase of 
Lot 18. Block 7. of Barrow's Addition to Chicago. 
She then bought back the old house and moved it 
on the last- mentioned lot. In 1871 com- 
lainant came home with a full pocket 
K and learned what had happened. 
His wife, hawever, represented that she had been 
compelled to surrender the land, showed what she 
had bought instead, and actually induced him to 
build au addition to the house. She put $500 into 
improvements, and $250 mare into a grocery store. 
About $1, 500 stiil remains unaccounted for of the 
$5,000. Forthe past two years Mrs. Woessner 
has refused to live with complainant or recognize 
any right of hisintne property, and he now asks 
that his rights may be recognized, and she be 
compelled to reconvey the land to him.

SOUTHERN INTIMIDATION, 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Crrcaco, III., Dec. 16.—I have read in various 
papers lately editorials on the election- muddle, and 
have noticed the difference of opinion expressed by 
various journals as to the probable action of the 
South in case Tilden is counted out. For the past 
fifteen months I have been répresenting a large 
manufacturing .company in the Southern States, 
and have traveled all over North and South Caro- 
lina, Georgia, Florida, and Alabama, and my busi- 
ness brought mein contact with the better class of 
peoplg and I had as good an opportunity as any 
one now the political feelings of the influential 
people of the South. The Southern people were 
solid for Tilden, ana did everything in their power 
to elect him. They saw in him a champion of 
State Rights, a sympathizer of the Lost Cause. 
and expected to secure through him what ney lost 
by war; hence everything was done that could be 
done to secure his election. And I can assure you 
the reports of intimidation and violen social 
ostracism and murder, were? not e rated 
in the least. I was in the 
City of Augusta when the burg 
affair occurred. and walked over the river bridge to 
a point where I could see, and was a silent spectator 
of the scene. I did not hear one word of pity or 
regret for the victims. I was at Athens, Ga. (the 
home of Ben Hill), when the Cainhoy affair oc- 
curred, and noticed particularly the feeling. Had 
the word been given that assistance was needed, 
there could have been 100 men raised in thirty 
minutes to assist in butchering every negroin the 
State of South Carolina. 

The Southern people will never attempt to de- 
stroy this Union as they did before. They have 
had enough of war on Southern soil. They firmly 
believe that disunion will come, but it must com- 
mence inthe North. And they believe it will com- 
mence im Indiana. They Wow all about the steps 
taken during the War to o¥Yerthrow the State Gov- 
ernment of Indiana, and they believe that the State 
will stand by Hendricks at the present time.

CURE FOR DIPHTHERIA.

Trisunge of the 13th a dispatch from Davenport, 
Ia., headed A Plague, in which it is stated that 
the diphtheria is making sorrowful work in that 
section. Allow me to give a treatment with which 
I have been quite successful. It is the use of ice, 
Pulverize the ice, put it into bags, and apply it 
outwardly to the chest and throat. This cold ap- 
plication should be followed with hot, —alternating 
one and the other every ten or twenty minutes, If 
the patient is able to take it, I give small quantities 
internally. Avoid too much medicine; it is dan- 
gerous in this disease. I followup this treatment 
with very small doses of remedies that may be in- 
dicated. Many cases that are pronounced incura- 
ble may be saved by the use of ice, if there is not 
too much medicine used.

A Further Consultation on the 
Subject of a New Law.

Messrs. Anthony, Adams, Hurd, 
and Others, State Their 
Views. 


Hopes Entertained as to the Collection of 
the Oity's Back Taxes, 


An adjourned meeting of the members-eclect to 
the Legislature was held yesterday afternoon. The 
meeting was calied to order by Mr. J. H. Kedzie, 
who nominated Mr. E. B. Sherman to preside. 
The nomination was made unanimous. 

The Committee which met Wednesday made a re- 
port of their deliberations on that occasion through 
Mr. Kedzie. The full proceedings of the Commit- 
tees meeting were published in yesterday's Tnris- 
UNE. 


THE NON. ELLIOT ANTHONY 

was present, and was requested to give his views 
on this matter of revenue reform. He said he had 
been working ona new revenue bill, and rather 
sarcastically adverted to Ald. Cullerton's 
remarks Wednesday, in which the  Iat- 
ter seemed to prefer hearing from Mr. 
Adems instead of from Mr. Anthony. Mr. 
Anthony dryly observed that there emed to have 
been a discussion as to the relative amount of 
brains possessed by different gentiemen. All he 
had to say was that he had been working on the 
bill, under the instruction of the Council. The 
Ilinois Supreme Court was the most technical in 
th® world, without excepticn, and it was a 
rather rifficult matter to draw up a bill which 
would hang fire. If Chicago had ail the back taxes 
due her, she would be better situated than any city 
in this country. The present law was most fear- 
fully and wonderfully made, and Jed to all manner 
of mistakes. There was no use of the infinite 
number cf books now in use. It cost Chicago at least 
$25, 000 a year to collect its taxes, and it cost Cook 
County fully as much. Very experienced men had 
questioned the use of publishing these tax-lists. 
A simple advertisement inthe papers, covering, 
ten lines, by the County Treasurer stating that on 
a certain time he would apply for judgment against 
all lands where the taxes had not been paid, would 
be just as well as to have the entire property of 
Cook County put into a book and then recopied for 
printing, and then to have this whole massof stuff 
printed and brought inte court. No State in the 
world had such a cumbersome arrangement for the 
collection of taxes as IIlinois. Bloomington, 
Peoria, and other cities in the State were in the 
same box with Chica In Milwaukee they had 
for a time been talked out of back taxes, but a new 
law was made, the taxes relevied, and there was no 
trouble in collecting them. Speaking for himeelf 
and Mr. neem, be should be willing to receive any 


suggestions in the matter from anybody, lawyer or 
layman. He had no doubt Mr. Adams would speak 


bis mind. 
MR. ADAMS 

didso. He had considered the collection of taxes 
for the years prior to 1875 perhaps more than he 
had any other topic. His views coincided with 
those of Mr. Anthony. Those who had paid their 
back taxes were the ones ‘who were interested in 
having others pay theirs. What was needed was 
uniform taxation. A very large part of the people 
had paid their taxes for 1873 and 1874 under the 
—— of Bill 300, while an equally large num- 
r had availed themselves of the unconstitution- 
ality of the bill to avoid paying their taxes. He 
could not understand why a bill for the benefit of 
Chicago would be opposed by the country 
members. Springfield, Alton, Joliet, Ottawa, 
and other cities in the State were in the same pre- 
@tcament. Any law which did not lie open to the 
charge of unconstitutionality would be favored by 
the Supreme Court and the Legislature, and he had 
no doubt in the world that such a law could be 
framed. The Legislature must determine who 
should frame it. here was no reason why the 
ialature should not pass a law for the collection 
of back taxes. A lien was always alien until it was 
paid. In other words, nothing was more certain 
than death or taxes, as had been frequently ob- 
served, Such taxes as had been paid might 
be extended, in accordance with a new law, in 
the County Clerk's books and those who had 
aid their back-taxes would receive proper credit 
herefor. The new bill, being prepared by the 
City Law De ment, would be submitted to the 
criticism of the best legal talent in Chicago, and 
somet to meet all the difficulties would be 
found. e considered that an entirely new bill 
would be disastrous. Many sections in the old bill, 
the General Law of 1872, were most favorable to 
the collection of taxes—particularly See. 191. No 
spch radical change should be made. The machin- 
ery of the law was too expensive and cumbersome, 
but some sections were very valuable. The ex- 
pense of nting these tax- books was simply out- 
rageous, The object of the advertisement was 
simpiy to notify people who had not paid their 
taxes that, at a certain time, the County Collector 
would apply for a judgment, and, if a judgment 
was rendered, thatata particular time he would 
sell. What was the use of having a description of 
every piece of property in the county contained in 
these books? Every man knew where his land was, 
and if he did not know how much his taxes were 
he could ascertain by applying to the County Col- 
lector. Au advertisement was all that was neces- 
sary, and would take the place of sixor seven 
cumbersome books. The new bill. he hoped, 
would be ready for inspection within a week or so 

Col. Thompson said the law should be so made 
that no such troublg about back-taxes could arise 
ayain. He would fave it so that no man could re- 
cord a deed unless the tax on his property had been 
paid. They had a law like this in Minnesota. 3j 

MW EB. A. SMALL 
was called upon for, an exposition of his views. 
He thought it a good idea to print and circulate 
the draft of the proposed law among the citizens of 
Chicago generally for examination, criticism, and 
amendment. He considered the Minnesota plan 
of enforcing payment of taxes before a deed could 
be recorded a very good arrangement for honest 
men, and a correspondingly bad one 
for the rogues who speculated on lands 
on which the taxes had not only not been paid, 
but to which these speculators frequently had no 
legal rights. He was opposed to hiring hundreds 
of clerks to do useless and ridiculous work such as 
was now done, and he hoped that something better 
that the present plan would be devised. 
H. B. HURD, 

who revised the statutes, was called upon for his 
views. lle was most decidedly in favor of a 
stringent law for the collection of taxes, and he 
thought one could be gotten up. The General 
Revenue law was in the main a good one. It con- 
tained provisions guarding against technicalities. 
The greatest fault with it was that it contained in- 
ducements to people to avoid paying taxes. It 
should induce people to pay up. The law 
allowed too much delay, too many opportunities 
to contest, and no inducements to pay taxes. He 
was in favor of rewarding those who took advant- 
ave of delays by assessing them in the way of in- 
terest 1 percent forthe first month of delay, 1% 
per cent fer the next month, and 2 per cent per 
month thereafter. As it was the law provided that 
the longer a man waited the better he was off; the 
more he fought the more he saved. It should be 
post the opposite of this. He knew of uo other 
State where this inducement to pay up 
did not exist: Men could not be driven by 
the machimery of the law. As to the 
matter of tax-lists, the proposed reform- 
in this connection would be opposed by hungry 
country editors. He was in favor of omitting these 
tax-lists, but the main opposition would come 
from this source. He was equally opposed to the 
present cumbersome system of entering up a de- 
scription of every piece of property in Cook County 
in the tax-books. He was fearful, however, that 
there was go way of collecting the back taxes levied 
under Bill 300. The old law cou!d be fixed up very 
easily and very advantageously, but he deprecated 
the framing of a new scheme by everybody who 
chose to exercise his talents in that direction. 

Mr. Storey moved that, when the bills were pre- 
pared by the Law Department, they be printed and 
submitted to the Joint Committee, consisting of 
commitiees from the me re-elect, the Citizens’ 
Association, the Council, And the Bar Association. 
Carried. i 

Col. Thompson moved that the attention of the 
Joint Committee be called to the Minnesota law, 
for the purpose of seeing bow far it was adaptable 
to lilinvis. Carried. 

MR. BAUMANN, 

the architect, offered some suggestions in regard to 
what onght t e in preparing a jaw to pre- 
vent such Mud as the Ring in the County 
Board is familiar with in the letting of contracts. 
The chief suggestion which he offered was, that all 
extra work Which exceeded $500, or 3 per cent of 
the original contract, should be advertised. The 
eugvestions were referred tothe Joint Committee 
for consideration. 

On motion, the meeting adjourned till Saturday 
afternoon at 1 o'clock.

In the Hditor ef The Tribune. 

Lez Country, III., Dec. 16.—Will you allow 
a farmer of Lee County, Illinois, to make a state- 
ment in Tun Trisung of the Oregon Electoral 
imbroglio. as he understands it?

MICHIGAN SPIRITUALISM.

Srvungis, Mich., Dec. 18.—The Michigan State 
Association of Spiritualists heid its eleventh annu-

The and curious precedent was yes- 

terday established by the House of recog- 
nizing a message by telegraph, in the hand- 
writing of a telegraph operator, as an official 
and formal document for all the purposes 
of Congressional action or procedure. The 
errors and imperfections of telegraphy, un- 
ayoidable under certain adverse electrical 
conditions, may some day carry this prec- 
edent to a ridiculous and possibly a danger- 
dus conclusion.

Mr. Warlxxx, presumably the member from 
Virginia, has come to the rescue of the bull- 


dozers and rifle clubs by the introduction of 
a bill making it a penal offense, subject to a 


fine of $5,000 and imprisonment for five 
years, for any officer of the army or navy 
to keep troops at or near the place 
of holding a general or special election in 
any State for ten days prior to such election. 
Mr. Walz does not say what shall be 
done with the unfortunate soldiers in case of 
a Presidential or other election, when, to 
avoid punishment for being ‘‘at or near” 
some voting-place somewhere, tuey would 
have to go down in a coal-mine or up ina 
balloon. . 

The Kingdom of Denmark is in a bad 
way politically. For three successive ses- 
sions the Rigsdag or Chamber of Deputies 
has refused to vote the sums necessary for 
the maintenance of the Government. 
The conflict has now reached a point 
where the Cabinet will be forced 
to provide ways and means by 
royal ordinances, when the question of the 
constitutionality of such course will be 
brought before the Rigsraad or Supreme 
Court. The prediction is made that in such 
event the power of the Lower House of 
Parliament to originate revenue measures 
will be destroyed. 


The Senate Select Committee appointed 
by Vice-President Ferry to confer with a 
similar Committee. of the House as to the 
best plan for harmonizing the differences be- 
tween the two bodies on the Electoral ques- 
tion consists of Senators Epurvps, Morro, 
FRELINGHUYsEN, and Locax, Republicans, 
and Senators Taunmay, Bararp, and Ran- 
som, Democrats. The House Committee is 
not yet appointed, but will naturally consist 
of four Democrats and three Republicans. 
Much depends upon the selection of these 
four Democrats. If the greater number of 
those chosen by Speaker RANDALL are of the 
moderate mold of Messrs. Tuurman, and 
Brand, and Ransom, the outlook for a com- 
promise will be hopeful; but, on the other 
hand, if the House majority is represented 
by extremists, there is little reason to antici- 
pate any practical results from the confer- 
ence of the two Committees.

It is fortunate for the taxpayers that they 
elected last year a County Treasurer who 
was not the favorite candidate of the Ring 
in the County Board, and who, so far as in 
his power lies, stands in the way of every 
corrupt or extravagant measure which re- 
quires for its consummation his official co- 
operation. Just now Mr. Huck is doing the 
people of the county valuable service in the 
firm position he taken against the 
projected issue sale by the 
County Board of $1,000,000 of bonds 
to carry on the construction of 
the Court-House and for other building en- 
terprises for which money is necessary. Be- 
lieving that before any action is taken in 
the matter there should be a judicial decision 
of the question whether the Board can law- 
fully issue bonds without first submitting 
the question toa vote of the people, Treas- 
urer Hvcx has announced his purpose to 
withhold his signature from any and all 
bonds issued before such a decision has 
been made. The Ring is brought to a stand- 
still by this obstacle in the path of unlimited 
debt-contraction, and Treasurer Huck is 
master of the situation. 


The most remarkable meteor observed in 
recent years passed over Kansas, Mis- 
souri, Illinois, and Indiana last night at 
8:30, going northeastward. At Bloomington 
the aerolite presented a disk three times the 
apparent size of the full moon. At all 
places reported from, the roar caused by the 
passage of this great mass of matter through 
the dense atmosphere of the earth was 
alarmingly audible, and the tremendous fric- 
tion to which the surface-parts were subject- 
ed caused continuous superficial disinte- 
gration, with accompanying explosions, fill- 
ing the air with multefarious points of 
light tinged with every hue, ard presenting 
a very beautiful phenomenon. At Mendota 
and Garrett, in Illinois, the inhabitants were 
mystified by a sudden illumination of the 
atmosphere, accompanied, in the latter place, 
by a detonation louder and sharper than an 
ordinary cannon. In neither of these places 
was the meteor visible, which would show 
(as their zenith was the most highly illumi- 
nated) that the stranger's altitude was still 
above the prevailing clouds, and its mo- 
mentum sufficient to carry it perhaps across 
the continent, although, suffering a constant 
deterioration in size, it would attract far less 
attention from the denizens of the Eastern 
States. 


The Illinois Democratic State Central Com- 
mittee met at Springfield yesterday to con- 
sider means for the rescue of the country 
from its unpleasant predicament on the 
Presidential question. Contrary to all ex- 
pectation, there was no effort made looking 
to the deposition of Chairman McCormick 
on account of his moderate views and peace- 
ful proclivities. Indeed, the spirit of mod- 
eration seems to have ruled the hour, the 
fiery Mxnnrrr, of Marion, being the only 
war-orator of the occasion. The resolutions 
adopted were moderate—moderately stupid 
and unnecessary. The Committee very 
easily decided the great question of Who 
shall count the Electoral vote? It affirmed 
the right of the House to participate in the 
Electoral canvass, and denied the constitu- 
tional power of the President of the Senate 
to act as the Constitution directs. Confi- 
dence was expressed in the intelligence and 
patriotism of Congress, and in its ultimate 
determination, fairly and impartially, of the 
result of the Presidential election. Be- 
lieving that Congress will do the right 
thing and satisfy everybody, the Committee 
kindly provided an. arrangement for the

proper instruction of Congress as to its 


rights and duties by calling mass-meetings 
in every county in the State for the elec- 
tion of delegates to a Convention to be held 
at Springfield on the 8th of January. No 
hint is given of the object of this State Con- 
vention, or of the methods it will adopt to 
insure the inauguration of TIL DR.

COUNTING TRE VOTES---TECHNICAL OB. 
JECTIONS. 

The debates in the Senate on the question 
of counting the votes” continue, but 
there is a general avoidance of any sugges- 
tion of how the actual difficulty is to be met. 
Both parties are extremely technical, and 
talk all around the real question. It is con- 
ceded that the Coustitution expressly de- 
clares that on the second Wednesday in Feb- 
ruary Congress shall be in session; that on 
that day the President of the Senate shall, in 
the presence of the Senate and House of 
Representatives, open all the certificates” 
of the Electoral votes; so far both sides 
agree, but the agreement goes not a hair's 
breadth further. Technicalities then come 
in. On the one hand. it is claimed that, in 
the absence of rule or legislation, the con- 
stitutional provision that the votes shall 
then be counted” is to be construed as 
directing that the votes shall then be 
counted” by the President of the Senate. 
This not being expressly directed by the Con- 
stitution, though it is a fair inference, and it 
has been the practice since 1789, the Demo- 
cratic side deny the construction, and insist 
that to count the votes means something 
more than a sum in simple addition; that it 
includes an authority to determine what 
shall be counted, and therefore an authority 
to pass upon judicially the charactor of the 
certificates and the authority of the Electors 
making the certificates of votes. But those 
who deny the authority of the President of 
the Senate to do this, lamentahly fail to 
point out in whom this authority to count is 
lodged. Mr. Senator Eatox, of Counecti- 
cut, a rabid Democrat, in the debate, as re- 
ported N 
—argued that the President of the Senate 
had no more right to count the votes for 
President than one of the pages. The President 
of the Senate was not the President of the Joint 


Convention unless chosen by the Joint Convention 
to that position. 


Mr. Eaton is extremely technical, but he 
runs into the strange incunsistency of speak- 
ing of a joint convention” of the two 
Houses. Where is the mandate or authority 
for a joint convention? The Constitution 
does not recognize or provide for anything of 
the kind. It begins and ends by requiring 
that the President of the Senate shall, in the 
presence of the two Houses. open all the 
certificates,” and that, this being done, the 
votes shall then be counted.” The two 
Houses, so far as the constitutional provision 
directs, are present merely to witness the 
performance of the constitutional act of 
opening the certificates by the President of 
the Senate, and the subsequent counting of 
the votes. There is no such thing as a 
joint convention.” We do not deny that 
Congress, by law, can provide for the two 
Houses meeting for a special purpose, in 
which case the rules for the government and 
for the proceedings of the joint meeting 
must also be established by law. But there 
is no such law in existence, aud no such pro- 


ceeding as a joint convention is known to 
the law or Constitution. 

The President of the Senate will, on the 
14th of February, proceed, after notice to 
the House of Representatives, to open the 
certificates in the hall of the Senate. He 
will preside, not as the officer of any joint 
convention, but as President of the Senate. 
He will open the thirty-eight ¢ertificates 
(taking no notice of the extra and supple- 
mentary certificates from several States), 
These will be read, and laid befores those 
present. In the absence of any law provid- 
ing otherwise, he will perform the work of 
addition and announce the votes for Hayes 
and the votes for Torx, and the business 
will be at an end. If it is found that Harzs 
has received 185 of the votes, there is no 
power upon earth to prevent his inaugura- 
tion ; the citizens who voted against him will 
by the million not only acquiesce in his 
taking the Presidential chair, but help to 
clear the road to the White House, if any 
persons undertake to obstruct it. 

Should, however, the President ef the 
Senate comply with the extreme technicali- 
ty of merely opening the certificates, what 
then? No motion can be 
except by a member of the Sen- 
ate, and the motion can only be 
acted upon by the Senate, which body has 
no more jurisdiction over the matter than 
the House. Under the technical construc- 
tion of the Constitution, that the President 
of the Senate's authority ends. with merely 
opening the certificates, there will be a 
complete dead-lock. There being, under 
such rule, no person authorized to count the 
votes, and no previous agreement between 
the Houses in the form of a law directing 
who shall count the votes, the votes must re- 
main uncounted. The two House cannot 
legislate in joint session; they can only 
meet in joint session pursuant to some law. 
The members, therefore, can do nothing but 
look at each other, adjourn for dinnergand 
thus continue day after day till noonpf the 
4th of March, without having the vote 


counted. Then the present House of 


Representatives will cease to exist, and the 
new Hause cannot meet by law till the De- 
cember following. At no point of their 
abortive proceedings can the House get sepa- 
rate control of the question and proceed to 
elect a President pursuant to one of the pro- 
visions, because, as the votes are not counted, 
it cannot be shown or inferred that no can- 
didate has received a majority of all the 
Electoral votes. The House can only 
act in case neither of the candi- 
dates obtai a majority of the Electors. 
The 4th of March having arrived, and the 
votes not having been counted by the Presi- 
dent of the Senate, on account of the Dem- 
ocratic technical objections and “strict 
construction,” and the term of the House 
having ended and its members become mere 
private citizens, the two offices 6f President 
and Vice-President will be vacant, in Which 
case the President of the Senate will become 
Acting President until a President and Vice- 
President be elected in November, 1877, to 
take office the 4th of March following. 
This will be the outcome of the business, 
should the technical construction that the 
President, of the Senate cannot count the 
votes be followed. No votes being counted, 
noone can be declared elected, and, until 
the votes shall be counted, the House of 
Representatives cannot assume that there 
has been a failure to elect. 

By general consent, such as has been.given 
at all times from 1789 to the present day, 
tellers have been appointed, who have taken 
the figures from the certificates of the 
Electors, opened by the President of the 
Senate, footed them up, and reported. If 
this rule should be adopted now, the tellers 
can only foot up the figures in the certifi- 
cates handed them by the President of the 
Senate, which figures will be Harms 185, 
Tu 184. Consequently there may be no 
such Democratic consent given, and no 
tellers from the House will be appointed by 
that body, and therefore the vote may not 
be counted. ; 

Those who debate this subject at Washing- 
ton seem to ignore the fact that, unless the 
two Houses shall agree upon some law or 
rule governing the proceedings on the day 
fixed for counting the vote, there can be but 
one course to adopt, and that is for the 
President of the Senate to open the certifi- 
cates, tabulate and count the votes, an- 
nounce the result, and thus close the whole 
proceeding; any other proceeding will be 
illegal and revolutionary. 


DEMOCRATIC VICTIMS OF BULLDOZING. 

The testimony which Mr. Morrison and 
the other Democrats of the House Com- 
mittee have dug up to offset the horrors 
of the story of Exiza Pryxston and 
other victims of the bulldozers is 
now in before the jury of the country. It 
is the testimony upon which that jury is 
asked to return the verdict that the true 
bulldozers were Republican negroes, and 
that their victims were other negroes, who, 
upon high patriotic grounds, voted the Dem- 
ocratic ticket, or would have done so but 
that they were bulldozed. This testimony 
is a suggestive study. It is given by the 
negroes who, for their Democratic proclivi- 
ties, were bulldozed. The first matter that 
occurs to whoever scrutinizes this testimony 
is the mildness with which the victims were 
bulldozed. The witnesses who appeared to 
testify ‘as the victims of that brutalit none 
of them, had been shot, shot at, stabbed, or 
evengeceived the regulation bulldoze” of 
one hundred lashes. In fact, but one of 
these colored Democratic victims of colored 
Republican bulldozers testified he had been 
violently dealt with. That was Wuit1iam 
MaYNELL, whose tegtimony was as follows: 

Voted the Democratic ticket at the last election. 
Never told any @ne what ticket he would vote, but 
was suspected of being a Democrat. Wat fre- 
quently threatened by colored Republicans. ‘The 
day after the election was Knocked down by two 
colored men, who said they would kill me for vot- 
ing tho Democratic ticket. The name of one is 
Ben Fnaxklix. Since the election have not gone 
out alone, as threats were being constantly made 
to my wife. 

Granting the truth of all Maywexz’s state- 
ment, this certainly is the mildest case of 
bulldozing on record. Il was no visitation 
by an organized armed band, like Capt. 
THEOBALD’s companyjof Ouachita bulldozers. 
He wasn’t dragged fronf his bed at dead 
of night, tied to a horse’s tail, as was Marion 
Ruopes by THEOBALD’s men, dragged to some 
distance, and shot dead. But he got into a 
political discussion that ended in blows and 
was knocked down, after which he was 
threatened with all that ferocity with which 
men are threatened when somebody’ who 
dare not do them serious harm wants to 
„gare them. And, to further scare Mar- 
NELL, nobody threatened him or attempted 
to waylay him, but threats were constantly 
made to my [his] wife.” 

Such is the worst case f Republican 
negro bulldozing of Democratio bulldozers 
that Mr. Morrwon and his fellow- 
Democrats of the Committee could discover. 
True, one negro Democrat, WLW Howarp, 
of Ouachita, was found who had been shot

made, 


and wounded on his way home from a Demo- 
tratic meeting. But in his testimony, How- 
Ann, who recovered, admitted that his diffl- 
culty ” with the man who shot him had been 
about a woman.” Where the politics came 
into this shooting affray is apparent from his 
statenient, when sworn as a witness, that 
after he was shot be was furnished with 
wood and provisions by white men who came 
to see him, and urged him to vote the Demo- 
cratic ticket, which he did.” : 

For the rest the “evidence” of the bull- 
dozing of Democratic negrSes by Republican 
negroes is too trivial to be seriously consid- 
ered. The sympathies of the nation may go 
out toward the Democratic darkey who would 
have voted for Turm but that his Dinah 
would have given him the sack” if he had, 
or who didn’t vote for Tuo be- 
cause had he done so the brethren would 
have cast him out of the church, or because 
his wife-would have given him a piece of her 
mind. But areading of the testimony of these 
victims by the light of surrounding circum- 
stances will disclose where the victimization 
comes in. The winter is upon them, these 
victims. There is no work for them until 
planting time. Meanwhile they must have 
credit for their corn and bacon supply; and 
whoever hu taken the pains to investigate 
the condition of the negroes in the South 
knows how pressing that necessity is, and 
how, as a matter of fact, the question of buch 
supply-advances is a question of enough go 
eat or of starvation with hundreds and even 
thousands of negroes; and the story these 
witnesses now tell is a very good one upon 
which to get corn and bacon. Consideting, 
too, the characteristic cunning and cowardice 
bred of slavery, the wonder is, not that there 
are colored witnesses to be found who will 
now say they wanted to vote for Torx, but 
that more negroes do not come forward to 

better their chances of obtaining credit sup- 
plies and generally of being well taken care 
of, as from the testimony of Howarp and 
the others of the Democratic “‘ niggers,” the 
Democratic negroes are, by the whites. 

But there is not one negro voter in a 
thousand in Louisiana who does not know 
what Samvet J. TrupEen and the Democratic 
party have done and want to do for the 
negro. Even those of the negroes who may 
have forgotten that the Democratic party is 
the party of the ex-slave-driver have not 
been allowed by the White-Liners to remain 
ia ignorance of how the Democratic party of 
Louisiana was intent upon shooting the 
nigger out of politics. The Regulators and 
bulldozers have kept the colored voter alive 
to a full sense of what the Democratic party 
of the State proposes to do for the negro. 
Not one negro in a thousand is there in 
Louisiana who does not know that 
Torx was the candidate of the White- 
Liners; that he was supported by every ex- 
slave-driver and Confederate, and by every 
bulldozing ruffian, who, at intervals between 
his d—ning of the nigger, found time to 
shoot at one. Not one among a thousand of 
the Louisiana colored voters is there who 
does not, and with good reason too, regard 
the Democratic party with feelings akin to 
those with which a chased deer must regard 
the hounds ; and about as much do the ne- 
groes expect of that party as the deer might 
from the dogs. As well known to the negroes 
of Louisidna is it that the Republican party 
freed them, that it has stood between them 
and White-Line hate, and that without it they 
will be kicked out and shot out of politics 
and out of freedom, practically. They 
know, too, that Hayes was one of tife *‘ Fed- 
eral” Generals who fought on the side that 
freed them; and, with that lively feeling of 
gratitude that comes of a sense of favors past, 
to be augmented by protection to come, the 
negroes, to a man, are naturally and inevita- 
bly Republicans. Where they were not bull- 
dozed, they voted the Republican ticket. 
The real victims of the Republican negro 
bulldozing of Democratic negroes are the in- 
nocents—if any so guileless there be—who 
swallow the story. But the verdict of the 
country upon that story which is told by the 
Democratic members of the Committee must 
be in the expressive current slang that it is 
„too thin.” . 

MR. GLADSTONE’S LAST PAMPHLET. 

Mr. GuapstTong, who has issued so many 


pertinent pamphlets of late upon political | 


topics of general interest to the world, has 
recently prepared another, in which he ad- 
dresses himself to the task of manipulating 
public opinion in England so as to secure 
for Greece a proportionate share of the re- 
forms which the Constantinople Conference 
is about to consider with reference to the 
Sclavic provinces of Turkey north of the 
Balkan Mountains. There was imminent 
danger that the Greek race, which has been 
oppressed by the Turk as savagely and per- 
sistently as the Sclavic race, would be en- 
tirely left out of consideration by the Con- 
ference, because they had taken no part in 
the revolt, and had made no protest even 
against Turkish tyranny. It was tacitly ac- 
cepted, therefore, that there was no pressing 
cause of complaint against Turkish rule, 
while in reality the silence of the Greeks 
grew out of their greater patience. The great 
public meetings at Athens, however, have 
shown that Greece has suffered under Turkish 
tyranny fully as much as the Sclavic 
provinces, and it was under the influence of 
these meetings that Mr. Grabsroxz pre- 
pared his pamphlet. The culminating point 
in his argument is contained in hid appeal to 
Englishmen who fear the preponderating in- 
fluences of Russia not to cast away the op- 
portunity of attaching the Greek race as an 
ally to England. And he writes to them: 
I desire to point o@ that if they think it 
urgently required for England, in the face of 
Russia, to establish an independent position 
and influence in the 1 by some more 
enduring means than vaunting menf&ce or 
mere parade, or proclaiming schemes of the 
most unmitigated selfishne@, they have now 
such an opportunity as never before was 
offered.” We have before us the London 
Spectator and the London Times of Dec. 2, 
which contain the first comments upon the 
pamphlet. The Spectator most enthusiastic- 
ally indorses Mr. GuapsTone’s recommenda- 
tions and advocates immediate anon. It 
says: 

The Porte has repeatedly professed its desire 
to make its reforms general, and to draw no 
distinctions. Let Turkey be kept to her word. Let 
Hellenes have the same opportunities of progress 
as Sclavs. If no other Power be the champion of 
Hellenit freedom, let England be that champion. 
The Hellenic nation, the natural rival of Muscovite 
preponderance and Pansclavist propagandism, will 
repay that protection a thousand fold. If England 
rises to the height of her duties and her interests in 
the Hellenic question—even as Lord Palmerston 
desired fourteen years ago—we may be certain 
that the confidence of 1825, so honorable and so 
advantageous to our nation, will be renewed, and 
that a larger Hellas will again proclaim that the 
Greek nation places the sacred deposit of its liber - 
ty. independence, and political existence under 
the absolute protection of Great Britain. 

The Times takes a more conservative view 
of the question, and, while it favors Mr. 
GLapsTONE to a certain extent, it thinks that 
it rests with the Greeks themselves to decide 
whether they shall go into that campaign

80 tar, then, as the article has any influence in 
the East, it will tend to make the Greeks cast 
in their lot with the Russian Government. 
and enter upon anotfer war of liberation. 
They will have at least the mogal sanction of an 
eminent Englishman, and the assurance that thty 
will not be restrained by force, as they were twen- 
ty years since. All that then remains is the mili- 
tary question. Are they strong enough to go to 
war against the Turks with a fair chance of suc- 
cess? Now, we think that, as regards Greece and 
the Greeks, it is better that Englishmen should not 
have the responsibility of prompting a warlike 
course, or that they should even appear to have 
prompted it. . « « Therefore, though we 
have no right to interfere with any race or nation- 
ality of the Turkish Empire which may seek to 
win for itself liberty or a better administration, it 
is not our duty nor our interest to encourage an 
outbreak. A week or two will decide many things, 
and among them whether the time has come for a 
fulfillment of the great design of extending the 
Greek Kingdom. 

That the pamphlet has had an effect in 
Greece is evident from the news telegraphed 
by cable on the 20th, of the action of the 

Chamber of Deputies iff the passage of 
a bill raising the strength of the military 
force to 20,000 men (instead of 200,000, as 
the dispatch states). There is evidently an 
error in the telegraphic statement, as the 
whole population of Greece is but little over 
one million, and her present army numbers 
but 14,000 men. That the Turks anticipate 


danger also south of the Balkans is shown by 


their preparations for the defense of Epirus 
and Thessaly against invasion from Greece, 
In case of war, therefore, between Russia and 
Turkey, Greece will probably enter as a new 
factor in the problem, and exactly low far 
thia may involve England cannot yet be 
foreseen. 


THE SOUTHERN “ COPPERHEADS.” 

We have taken pains on more than one 
occasion recently to point out evidences 
that, if civil war is to come of the proposed 
Democratic resistance to the inauguration of 
Gov. Hayes as President, the Southern peo- 
ple will, for the most part, undertake to act 
the same role as the Copperheads of the 
North during the last Civil War. Among the 
significant indications of this purpose are 
the utterances of newspapers like the Rich- 


mond Hnquirer, which vacildates between the 


most emphatic renunciations of warlike in- 
tent on the part of the South and taunting 
appeals to Northern Democrats not to yield 
to the “‘ despotism” of the Republican party, 
which it depicts in true Southern style. One 
day it rebukes the New York Herald for talk- 
ing glibly of civil war, and says if the North 
South will catch the 
infection, it reckons without its host.” An- 
other day it charges that the troops have 
been concentrated at Washington to enforce 
the inauguration of Hayrs on a fraudulent 
count, and adds: Let there is no sign of 
resistance in the North.” In,its pacific 
mood, it dismisses utterly all idea of civil 
war, says the country cannot afford it,” 
and claims that the Southern people have 
the nerve and patience to await a peaceful 
termination of their sufferings. But it soon 
resumes the Mephistophelean taunt that 
‘* forty millions crouch and tremble before a 
handful of conspirators with a low-born, be- 
sotted, and ignorant soldier at their head.” 
The apparent contradiction of these expres- 
sions may be explained“ partly in the light 
which the following sentence throws upon it : 

We think it a great pity that any Southern mem- 
ber of Congress should in this crisis be unable to 
control himself, and should allowa temporary irri- 
tation to get the better of judgment. Undoubted- 
ly the South will take no initiatory steps. Our 
duty to ourselves and our party is to preserve a 
passive policy, but our heart is with the Northern 
Democracy. If they have any men equal to the 
occasion, and we believe they have, we want to 
see and hear them; but if they have none, and the 
masses are no better than the leaders, theft we 
who have already passed underthe yoke and have 
tasted, nay quaffed, the bitter cup to the dregs, 
will throw our handful of dust upon the grave of 
the Republic and turn away sorrowfuliy to attend 
to our immediate concerns. 

All this simply means that a large class in 
the South will have no objection to another 
War, and will contemplate serenely the dis- 
ruption of the Union and the downfall of the 
Republic, but they have no ambition to act 
as leaders in the movement to bring this 
about, nor totake an active part in the civil 
strife incidental to if. This is about the 
same attitude assumed by the Northern Cop- 
perheads in the beginning of the War of tie 
Rebellion, and maintained by them as far as 
possible up to the surrender of Lez. They

THE LONDON SCHOOL BO . 
The second triennial election of the Lon- 
don School Board has just occurred under 
the Free-Schoof law adopted for the King- 
dom something more than three years ago. 
This law not merely provides for free schools 
for all children who do not enjoy pther 
school facilities, but requires that every child 
shall be kept in school up to the age of 14 
and until a certain examination shall be 
passed in the elementary studies; it is a 
compulsory system in so far as it requires 
that every child shall recqve a certain 
amount of instruction, but this instruction 
may be had at pfiivate schools, parochial 
schools, or the Government schools. In 
framing this law the greatest difficulty was 
encountered in regard to the religious exer- 
cises. This question is more perplexing in 
England, where Church “and State are bound 
up together, than in this country, where they 
are completely separated. It would not do 
for Parliament to shut out all religious 
exercises in the face of the recognized union 
between Church and State; nor could it 
safely prescribe what these exercises should 
be in view of the wide differences among 
tH® people and the growing liberalism of the 
very classes whom the free schools were es- 
pecially designed to benefit. In this em- 
barrassment it was decided that the studies, 


exercises, and discipline of the schools 
should be left entirely at the discretion of 
the various Boards throughout the King- 
dom, and that the members of these Boards 
should be elected on the free-vote or minori- 
ty-representation plan, so that both the 
clerical and anti-clerical parties should be 
represented. 


° - 


The London School Board has fifty mem- 


bers, who are elected by districts, each 
having a number of members propor- 


tionate to its ‘size. These districts—the 
City of London, Westminster, Marylebone, 
Chelsea, etc., corresponding to the 
West Division, South Division, Hyde 
Park, Lake View, ete., which make 
up Chicago—vote separately. If a district 
elects five members, each voter has five votes 
which he may plump or distribute as he 
likes. Every rfte-payer—that is, every per- 
son who hires a lodging or pays rent, as well 
as the house-holders—is a voter, even in- 
cluding women; women are also eligible to 
membebship of the Board, and four of them 
were chosen at the late election.

THE GENERAL SITUATION. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, Dec. 21.—The Preliminary 
Conference held its last sitting yesterday. The 
plenipotentiaries have agreed to formulate their 
proposals in terms acceptable to all parties. 

The Porte has been asked te fix a day for the 
meeting of a plenary council. 

The Turkish Constitution is to be promulgated 
immediately. 

The nominatton of Midhat Pasha te the Grand 
Vizierate has been very well received, and, it is 
believed, will hasten the solution of all diffi- 
culties. ‘ 

THE NEW TURKISH CONSTITUTION. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, Dec. 21.—The new constitu- 
tion will be promulgated .on Saturday with great 
solemnity. All the public edifices will be illumi- 
nated in the evening. . 

Djeudet Pasha has been provisionally appointed 
President of the State Council. 

SERVIA. 

Brronapz, Dec. 21.—Prince Milan has accepted 
the resignation of the Ministry, who will remain in 
office, however, pending the formation of a new 
Cabinet. 

RUSSIAN TROOPS IN SERVIA. 

BERLIN, Dec. 1.—The Russian Generals Novo- 
seloff and Dochoturoff have arrived in Russis from 
Belgrade, whither they will return very shortly. 

Russian troops in Russian uniform arrive every 
day in Servia. Russian officials, to officiate in 
Bulgaria after the occupation of the country, are 
already being nominated. Prince Tcherkasski, 
under whose direction a considerable portion of 
the Polish nobility’s estates were handed over to 
the peasantry twelve years ago, is, it is reported, 
to reorganize the rural arrangements of Bulgaria. 

A BIT OF HISTORY. 

A recent incident throws a flood of light upon 
the relations between Germany and Russia. In 
his letter to Count Schouvaloff, Prince Gortchakoff, 
it will be remembered, anxious to concliate Ku- 
giand, earnestly regrets that two States which 
might easily settle all European questions to their 
mutual advantage should find it so difficult to come 
toan understanding. When published, this pas- 
sage excited nosmall surprise at Berlin. It was 
considered un peutrop fort that Prince Gortcha- 
koft, who has 80 —_ pretended to regard the 
three* Emperors’ alliance as the sheet 
anchor of European politics, should sud- 
deniy turn to a fourth Power, offering to 
settle all European questions, with this Power 
alone. to the utter exclusion of his reputed allies. 
if to write such a thing was indiscreet, to publish 
it was considered a little too provoking. (German 
feeling upon this curious occurrence eventually 
found an outlet in an article of the Ministerial 
Journal Die Post, which paper called the Russian 
proposal an intolerable pretension. Upon this, 
the St. Petersburg official telegraph yesterday sup- 
plied a declaration explaining the infelicitous pas- 
sage away, and assuring us that no harm was 
meant. ‘To this the Journal Die Most replies that 
it will continue to form an independent opinion of 
Russian politics.

AUSTRIAN IRRITATION. 

Lonpon, Dec. 22—5 a. m.—The Sfandard's 
dispatch from Pesth reports that the greatest ir- 
ritation prevails there over the Maros affair. None 
of the Hungarian journals are satisficd with the 
dismissal of the Ristics Cabinet. They demand the 
occupation of Belgrade. Addresses are being 
sent to the Hungarian Ministry urging the Austro- 
Hungarian Government to forcibly intervene for 
the protection of Turkey. 

CHALLENGE TO RUSSIA. 

A Berlin telegram to the Standard says it is re- 
ported that the appointment of Midhat Pasha as 
Grand Vizier is re ed at St. Petersburg as a 
challenge to Russia. 

The berlin correspondent of the Times reports 
that the banking firm of Baimahoff, in St. Peters- 
burg. has failed, with a deficitof 1,000,000 rubles. 
The commercial crisis continues, and is especially 
severe in the south of Russia. 

Russian papers report famine in Montenegro. 

The Post publishes in official form a summary of 
the results of the Preliminary Conference at Con- 
stantinople. According to this account. when 
Russia forebore insisting on oceupying Bulgaria 
herself, successive proposals for Roumanian and 
Belgian occupation of that province were brought 
forward by Italy and France respectively, the ob- 
jections to both being obvious. The idea was put 
forward of employing a force which should not 
partake of the character of an army, but merely be 
un escort tothe European Commission which may 
have to watch the execution of the reforms. It 
was presumed that this force need not exceed 
6, men, who might be obtained from a neutral 
country like Belgium, not as soldiers but as vol- 
unteers. The Plenipotentiaries ultimately agreed 
on this outline project. The * of Salisbury 
assented to it to avoid war, Which would instantly 
have ensued if he had withdrawn from the Confer- 
ence. The proposal insures the peace of Europe 
for the moment, and may admit of a further ad- 
justment in the full Conference.

Cuicaco, Dec. 19.—Prominent among the fiery, 
untamed buildozers of the ‘‘invisible in war 
Democracy, is one of my old associates in the as- 
sembled wisdom of the State in the Twenty- 
seventh General Assembly. As Dickens says of 
the amiable and pious Mr. Cruncher: His sur- 
name is Springer, and on the youthful occasion 
when he renounced the devil and all his works by 
proxy (though I fear he has gone back on his proxy 
long ago) he received the additional appellation of 
Bill.” Bill's great peculiar forte is talk. He 
talks at all times and on every subject, in season 
and out of season, relevant and irrelevant, though 
principally the latter, late and early, in order and 
out of order, never ceasing while any unhappy 
victim remains to bear the exquisite torture. Com- 
ing into the House one day about noon, the 
Doorkeeper told me he had kept a tally on Bill that 
morning, and that by actual count, without ball- 
dozing or amending the returns, Bill had obtained 
the floor fifty-seven times! Ona certain occasion 
Bill had quoted the Scriptural saying about 
‘*‘straming at a gnat and swallowing a 
camel, when his antagonist retorted that he 
knew of no gentleman who would strain at such an 
inunitessimal gnat nor swallow such & monstrous 
camel as the gentieman from Sangamon, His 
hatred to Cook County cropped out very early in 
the session. He introduced a resolution setting 
forth that Cook was only entitled to fifteen mem- 
bers, and as twenty-two were elected, that seven 
of that number should be unseated, Previous tothe 
report on that subject being presented, Col. W. R. 
Morrison said to me, You must not feel annoyed 
by this move, as there Ts one of our fellows who is 
pregnant with a speech, and he must be allowed to 
get it off, and then we will send it to the Committee 
on Elections, where it will sleep its last sleep. 
Bill spoke about four hours about his bantling, 
which was then quietly smothered and heard of no 
more.

3. It reconciles the truths of Science with those 
of Religion, and the different religions with each 
other, showing the common origin from which all 
have been derived, and is death to creeds and 
sectarianism.

THE TEMPERANCE RADICALS.

CuicaGo, Dec. 18.—Originating in Chicago, 
and chartered by the State of Illinois, Dec. 23, 
1875, this organization bids fairto be of some 
service to the community. Like the Washing- 
tonian movement of 1840, of which it is, per- 
haps, an unconscious revival, it labors to propa- 
gate temperance principles by the instrumen- 
tality of open meetings. Its originators wished 
to carry the truths that underlie the temperance 
reform to those who needed them most 
the drunkards, and those who are in danger of 
becoming such. For that purpose they devised 
this organization, the corner-stone of which is 
the principle of open meetings. Any one may 


become a member by signing the pledge of 
total abstinence, and remain a member by sim- 


1 r the pledge inviolate. 
„ In this city the organization comprises a cen- 


tral society, known as the Charter Section, and 
several subordinate or auxiliary sections. The 
Charter Section gives a musical, literary, 
and social temperance entertainment every 
Monday te from 8 to 10 o'clock, 
in the chapel of he Washingtonian Home, 572 
West Madison. The other sections hold similar 
meetings in various parts of the city on different 
uts in the week. ä 
attractions at all these meetings 
vocal and instrumental music, as well as recita- 
tions, readings, and declamations, by amateur 
and professional talent, oiten of the highcst 
order, and always far above mediocrity. The 
display is very remarkable, and generally quite 
an effective me is seeured; not infre- 
uently an evening’s entertainment is furnished 
— Ps charge that would do honor to the best 
professional combinations. 

Interspersed with the solos, duets, recitations, 
and the like, are experience-talks by reformed 
men. No long-winded remarks are permitted; 
occasionally an invited guest is indulged 
to the extent of a fifteen or twenty 
minutes’ speech; but short talks are 
the rule, and there is no chauce to get bored by 
ring dissertations. The practical aspects of 

he temperance question as they present them- 
selves to men who at one time loved liquor, but 
have since learned how to abstain, constitute 
the burden of these talks. 

The meetings are generally thronged, and 
once a month an admission fee of ten cents is 
charged to defray expenses. No one is paid for 
any service, the whole movement being based on 
the principle of voluntary contributions of time, 
talent, and money to the cause of temperance. 
Each of these sections can point to a number of 
men brought to their right senses, and saved to 
their families and to society by these meetings. 
There is no doubt they are doing much good, 
— in so large a population, and where 
drunkenness so Widely prevails, their efforts 
are only appreciable in individual cases. 
Their platfgrm is substantially as follows: As 
the saloous make no individious discrimination 
as tothe religious or political views of their 
patrons, so the Temperance Radicals do not pro- 
pose to make any distinction between man and 
man in their efforts to save the victims of strong 
drink. ‘They deem nothing human to be for- 
“ign to them.” | 

hile the value of religion and morality to 
society, as well as to the individual, needs no 
recognition from them, they respectfully declare 
that toeir Society makes a specialty of temper- 
ance, not of sectarianism. fusing to commit 
themselves, as an organization, to — Boge! in 
= they gladly welcome men of ail opin- 
ons, who wish to labor for tem nee. The 
Radicals do not hope to remedy all abuses and 
introduce the millenium; they do want to 
kill rum. Without opposition to any organiza- 
tion, they devote themselves to the extirpation 
of the pernicious practice of using alcoholic bev- 
erages. And, to this end, they pose to make 
special efforts in the following directions: 

First By opposing by word and example, in 
private and in public, the use of alcoholic bev- 


erages. 

Second—By inducing persons to become, and 
encouraging them to continue, temperate. 

Third—By making total abstinence popular; 
and this by encouraging aud freely enjoying 
every lawful amusement apart from the associ- 
ations of the saloon. 

Fourth—By educating the public into what 
are the claims of temperance and the wrongs of 
intemperance.

CHURCH AND STATE, 
Special Correspondence of The Tribune, 
Mantstex, Mich., Dec. 16.—The Roman Cath- 
olic Church is always ready to ni up Church and 
State if by doing so it can succeed in obtaining a

| schools; but, when there is nothing to be gained 


by the co- mingling of the two, their cry for a com- 
plete division is loud and long, as has been mani- 
feasted in a little conflic. which has arisen here be- 
tween Father Welligan, the Polish priest, and the 
State law which compels all persons authorized to 
solemnize marriage to make a record of the same 
and file it with the County Clerk. Some tame 
since, Mr. James H. Golden. the County Clerk 
and Register of Deeds of this county, becom- 
ing aware of the fact that the aforesaid 
priest had selemnized marriages and made 
no return thereof, called upon the re- 
erend gentleman and requested him to 
make his returns. The priest refused to do so, 
upon the ground that the State had no right to 
make such a demand; or, in other words, that it 
had no right to meddle with his sacred duties. 
The Cierk waited some time. hoping the priest 
would socensiter bis action; but be did not, and 
was again notifie@ that the law required him to 
make his returns. The refusal was persisted in, 
and, after a lapse of a few weeks, the Clerk — 
jogged his memory. The reverend gentleman then 
said he would consult with the higher authorities 
of the Church and abide by their decision; but, 
after waiting a reasonable time, there was no 
change in the situation, and the Clerk 
has now written to the Secreta of 
State to see what can be done 
about it. The law provides very 2 what 
should be done. Chap. xvi., Secs. 2 and 6. of 
Compiled Laws, says that all persons authorized 
by law to marry persons shall make a return, ac- 
cording to certain forms, of all marriages solem- 
nized by them in the county in which such author- 
ized persons live; and that said return shall be 
filed by the County Clerk within ninety days after 
such marriages are solemnized. The penalty for 
refusing or neglecting to perform this duty is a fine 
of 3100. the non-payment of which shall subject 
the defaulter to not less than three months’ im- 
prisonment in the County Jail, or until such fine is 
paid. Under these provisions, if the authorities 
see fit, they can make it rather warm for the Rev- 
erend Father. 


ARE YOU INSURED ?

Caicaao, Dec. 16.—Permit me to call the at- 
tention of the owners of the many unoccupied 
buildings, particularly dwelling-houses, to the 
fact that insurance policies contain a provision 
in very fine priat that when the premises insur- 
ed “ become vacant or unoccupied”? that the 
policy shall be void, which provision the com- 
panies set up as a part of the contract of insur- 
ance, aud refuse to pay the amount of their 
policies in cases where losses occur and the 
premises are unoccupied. But few persons read 
the fine print in their insurance policies, and, 
consequently, are not aware of that clause. 
The importance of having such premises occu- 
pied suggests that with a little trouble careful 
families who are unable to pay rent could be 
made comfortable in such houses and great — 
conferred, while the owuer, in a matter of busi- 
ness, is secured in the insurance he has thereon. 

Neither insurance companies nor their agents 
will discover to owners the danger of baving 
unoccupied houses until after the losses occur. 
Theu they will take certain advantage of one,s 
misfortune in not having tenants, as well as of 
the blind confidence that is inspired by the se- 
ductive assurances of the agent, and the elabor- 
ately ornamented and handsomely printed pol- 
icies of the Company which contain, in fine print 
only, so many stipulations that don’t protect 
the owner who pays the —— rotect 
your interests and shelter the homeless, is the 
al vice of VICTIM.

MORE BONDS WANTED. 

Some days ago it was noted in these columns 
that the Finance Committee of the County Board 
had been dodging around very mysteriously and 
holding meetings under lock and key in the Coun- 
ty Attorney's office. Just what they were doing 
or trying to do could not be gotten at, and the re- 
porters, for the time being, had to take the ex- 
planations and statements of the Commissioners 
and present them for what they were worth. 
Yesterday, however, the bottom fell out of their 
secrecy, and for the first time several — — of 
the thieving **Ring” were brought toa realiza- 
tion of on yeoult ot their recklessness the past 
year, and to appreciate the condition in 
which their infamy had placed the County 
Trensury. It all came of sa conference 
being held between the Finance Committee and 
the Treasurer, in which it appeared that the secret 
meeting had been held with a view to reaching a 
conclusion On & pro fon made by the King“ 
to iesue county bonds to the amount of $1, 000. - 
000, and place the same on the market, the pro- 
ceeds to used in the construction of the new 
Court-House.

The reading of the letter was followed by 
A NEAT LITTLE SPEECH BR MR. HUCK, 
mm which he informed the Committee that it might 
do as it pieased in the matter of issuing bonds, but 
he would never sign them until their right to issue 
the same had been judicially determined. He said 
he had no feeling in the matter one way or an- 
other, but when he left the office of Treasurer he 
wanted to do it clear- handed, hence he would not 
attach his signature to bonds that were proposed to 
be iseued — — a cloud and with a doubt existing 
as to the authority of the Board in the matter.

tection. 

After Mr. Huck had so positively asserted him- 
self, it was apparent that his remarks had gone 
home to several, for he was set upon with all man- 
ner of interrogatorics. He replied to eve ues- 
tion, and the more he said the more uncomfortable 
grew his auditors. Said he. in answer to some of 
the queries, the County Board 

HAS ACTED BLINDLY AND RECKLESSLY. 
The $100,000 borrowed a few days. is all 
gone, and orders are now out and unpaid against 
the Building fund. Tou have,” he continued, 
‘*spent mony when you did not have it to spend; 
but how judiciously I will not say, for you can 
see for yourselves. At the Insane Asylum you 
have thrown away money in letting jobs amount- 
ing to $25,000 to be done by the day’s work, and 
at the Hospital you spent $60,000 for the amphi- 
theatre, etc., when you did not have it, and when 
it was unnessary.

ALLEGED MALPRACTICE, 
DEATH OF MR. HULL AT THE INSANE ASYLUM. 
A serious case of malpractice, resulting in the 
death of a worthy citizen of Chicago, is reported 
from the Northern Hospital for the Insane at 
Elgin, and if the details as related by the friends 
of thedeceased be true they develop an incom- 
petency aud mismanagement on the part of the 
medical gentlemen in attendance which should ex- 
pose them to the pains and penalties of s criminal 
prosecution, and forever debar them from filing 


any position in any of the charitable institutions | 


in the State. 

On the Ist inst. Col. James 8. Hull, aged 56 
years, was removed from his residence in this city 
to the Asylum at Elgiu for treatment for an inter- 
mittent form of insanity, which was the result of 
an injury to the spinal column, produced by a gun- 
shot wound, which he received at the battle of 
Stone River, where he commanded the Thirty- 
seventh Regiment Indiana Volunteer Infantry. 

Tuesday morning last Mr. Hull arose quite early, 
and between the hours of 6 and 7 was seized in 
a rather violent manner by one of the intermittent 
fits, during which he imagined himself once more 
en the feld of battle, and gave military orders in a 
very excited manner. He passed from his room 
into that of an adjoining patient, and thence 
into the bath-room. His gesticulations were 
wild, and his talk very loud. Going 
up to one of the bath-tpbs, he began to 
handle the fauccts ina way that seemed to bode 
mischief to the patient inthe tuo. Several of the 

tient# became excited over his insane manifesta- 

ons, and the services of the attendant, one 
George Crane, were called in requisition. He or- 
dered Mr. Hull to retire to his own apartment, but 
no attention was paid to the command. Mr. Hull 
at thie time was thoroughly and dangerously ex- 
cited, and he struck the attendant in the face. 
causing his nose to bleed quite profusely. A scuffle 
— The attendant lost his temper, and Mr. 
Hull made a vigorous resistance, but to no pur- 
pose, as he was thrown to the floor. In the strug- 

le his foot got caught under the bath-tub, which 

s raised about six inches from the floor, and as he 


fell 
A FRACTURE OF THE BIGHT LEG 
just above the ankle joint resulted. 

The attendant, frightened at the serious compli- 
cation of affairs, rushed for Dr. Kilbourn, the med- 
ical director, who was in another part of the room. 
He made a hurried appearance, and with the aid of 
three or four of the attendants, carried by main 
force the wounded man, who was lashed into a 
terrible excitement, to his own room. Attempts 
were made to set the fractured limb, but all to no 
—— as the then thoroughly insane man fought 

esperately. Dr. Kilbourn offered him to de 
dozed with opium and whisky. gave hint a hypo- 
dermic injection of morphine, and, finding that 
these remedies given in heroic quansities were 
powerless, prescri 

AN INHALATION OF CHLOROFORM. 

The Doctor remained with him until 8 o'clock, 
with the hope that by that time the patient would 
have been reduced to such a condition of helpless - 
ness that he could make no opposition to the set- 
ting of the limb in what is known as the fracture 
box. At that hour the condition of the patient 
showed no relaxation. His paroxysms were as vio- 
lent as ever, and, as Dr. Kilbourn had to leave for 
Chicago, he gave instructions to the assistant doc- 
tors, Messrs. Dewey and Brooks, to persevere 
in the treatment prescribed. Dr. Dewey gave 
him three doses—each one double the quantity 
prescribed by Dr. Kilbourn. At 11 o'clock, about 
two hours after the occurrence of the fracture, 
Col. Hull sank into a profound stupor. The symp- 
toms of morphine-poisoning began to exhibit 
themselves. storatives were applied, but in 
vain. The doomed man slumbered on, the vital 
functions — weakened, and at 10 o'clock 
at night he thed his last. 

THIS UNEXPECTED AND FATAL RESULT 
completely unnerved the young doctors in charge 
of the Asylum. Dr. Kilbourn was in — 
They were afraid to telegraph the fatal news either 
to him or to the relatives of the deceased, 
whose address could have been readily ascer- 
tained by an inspection of the books of the institu- 
tion. For hours the young physicians suffered 
intense torture, and finally it was determined that 
one of them should take the train the next (Wednes- 
day) morning, come to Chicago, and impart the 
news to Dr. Kilbourn. This programme was 
rigidly adheredto. Dr. Kilbourn at noon on that 
day, fourteen hours after the fatal occurrence, 
called at the office of Col. Hull's son, who isa 
lawyer officing at 157 Fifth avenue, and broké 
the news. 

The Wednesday afternoon train to Elgin took 
out to the Asylum the two doctors, several mem- 
bers of Col. Hull's family, and the law partner of 
hisson. An investigation was then and there 
commenced, resulting in the recital of the forego- 
ing facts. In answer to the question. What 
caused Col. Hull death?’ Dr. Kilbourn at first 
stated that it was caused by the breaking of the 
main artery near the ankle joint; but on bein 
further pressed he admitted that it was the result 
of the cumulative effect of the opiates used. 

The family of the deceased wonder why the serv- 
ices of medical experts were not called in when 
the young physicians discovered the ibility of 
a fatal termination to their course of treatment; 
and it is also a cause of inquiry why Dr. Kilbourn, 
who wasin Chicago twoor three hours after the 
poor unfortunate man had received the fracture 
of his leg, did not visit the family aud inform them 
of the occurrence. 

It is the intention of the relatives of the deceased 
to ask the Legislature at its coming session to or- 
der a thorough investigation of the affair. so that 
the blame may be placed on the shoulders to which 
it rightfully belongs; and that in the future the 
families of those who may happen to be under 
treatmentin the Elgin Asylum can rest assured 
that their loved ones will not be slaughtered on the 
altar of incompetency and malpractice. 

The funeral services will be held at the late resi- 
dence, No. 451 South Leavitt street, this afternoon 
at 2 o'clock.

MORRIS MARTIN. 
HELD TO THE CRIMINAL COURT. 

Yesterday afternoon at 2 o'clock, before Justice 
Foote, the last of the gambling cases, that of 
Antoine Fortin against Morris Martin, was heard. 
The defendant was to produce certain witnesses to 
prove an alibi, to show that he wag not present in 
McDonald's gaming-house the night sworn to by 
the prosecutor in his information and testimony. 
Col. Roberts and Caleb King represented the peo- 
ple, and Trude the defense. Martin presented a 
certificate from Dr. J. Adams Allen, which went to 
show that during the entire month of February of 
this year and a long time before and after, Martin 
was confined to his home with rheumatism, and 
much of the time was in bed. This was during the 
time when it was alleged by Fortin that Mart.n was 
engaged in gambling with him. 

The defense claimed that the prosecution had 
closed its case. 

Justice Foote thought that the sides were about 
— in swearing, and that he considered neither 
side of the case ciosed. 

The prosecution claimed to have witnesses that 
— been sworn, whom they desired to be 

eard. 

Dr. A. J. Baxter testified that he attended Mar- 
tin during the months of June and July last, he at 
that time rome from a compound fractare of 
the leg, which, in his opinion, confined him to the 
house for a couple of months after. He could 
hardly have been able to go up and down stairs 
alone during September last. 

Antoine Fartin was recalled, but Mr. Trude ob- 

ected to going over the State’s evidence again, as 
~ was setting aside all rules of practice and of 
aw. 

The prosecution only asked a restatement of the 
case for the information of the attorneys, who were 
new to the case, which was granted by the Court. 
The witness then detailed his testimony somewhat 
as previously reported, though there were some 
pecaliar breaks in it. 

During the examination of the witness an indi- 
vidual under the influence of too many backets of 
rum disturbed the equanimity of the court, and 
created some fun by claiming to be a descendant of 
a SONY lie was ejected, and peace reigned 
again. 

The witness, Fortin, in his cross-examination, 
became angry at Mr. Trude because he asked him 
if he was a Frenchman. The witness acknow!l- 
edged that he was of French descent, and born in 
Montreal. There was a long discussion, —the de- 
fense trying to show that Fortin was a black- 
mailer, and prosecuting for the purpose of obtain- 
ing money. The witness again acknowledged to 
having gambled for nine years past, and having 
always lost his money; had never won in any 
gaming- house. 

MRE. D. FORTIN, 
the prosecutor's wife, was called. She testified to 
having received from Martin between the 10th and 
18th of August last $25. She had gone there with 
P. Fortin, her brother-in-law. She met Martin 
down stairs, and he said he had nothing to do with 
the gambling-house. Ile told her to come back 
next morning at 11 o'clock and see the 
owner. The gentleman asked her if she was a 
50-cent beggar, which she findignantly denied. 
Martin invited her into thee back office, when 
she demanded a return of her husband's 
money which he had lost the previous 
night. Shesaidshe must have money, and he 
gave her $25, which she took. The woman's re- 
ceipt was produced in evidence on the cross-exam- 
ination. It was given toa Mr. Weathersby at Mike 
McDonald's. 
MISS HATTIE B:GINESS, 

who lives at 1424 Shurtleff avenue, was next call- 
ed. and testified to about the same facts as the 
other witness, and said that she was with Mrs. 
Fortin when she was paid the $25. Martin said he 
could not give back all the moncy, because he had 
lost $6, the night before. rs.

Martin was then held for the action of the present 
Grand Jury. The action of Justice Foote some- 
what surprised the defense, as they expected an 
acquittal from the conflicting testimony presented 
by the prosecution. a 

The cases of perjury against Fortin, and the suit 
for false imprisonment, will be heard this morning 
before Justice Foote at 11 o'clock.

CANADIAN NEWS. 
Special Diapatch to The Tribune. 

MonTREAL, Dec. 21.—The annual meeting of the 
Jacques Cartier Bank to-day was a very stormy 
one. The English stockholders, led by J. R. Mid- 
dlemiss, refused o adopt the annual report and 
were for only receivingit. The report of the Di- 
rectors showed that the liabilities of the bank, 
which amounted a year ago, including paid-up 
capital, to $4, 027, 207, have been brought down to 
$2,700,076. On the other hand, the bank assets 
have been more safely secured, and the overdrawn 
accounts, which amounted last year to $520, 588, 
brought down to $313, 574, and part of what re- 
mains due to the bank is secured by mortgages and 
other collateral security to the amount of 
81. 295,698. In January last the Directors had of- 
fered 5,000 shares of paid-up capital stock repre- 
senting $250,000 to discharge all claims against 
them, and this offer the new Board concluded it 
was judicious for the shareholders to accept. The 
Soy suggested that the capital be reduced 
$100, 000, and, as a law authorizing this reduction 
will be passed at the next session, the Dominion 
Parliament Bank will be in a position to resume 
operations again. The dispute began about an 
election of scrutineers, and, by the persistence of 
the English stockholdeas, Mr. Darling's name was 
placed on the list. A great row took place over 
the President's motion to adopt the report, and a 
scene which baffles description occurred. English 
members demanded that it be only received. 
Eventually, on a vote, the French carried the day. 
The meeting lasted from 3 p. m. till after 8 p. m., 
three Boards of Directors being proposed. The 

lish clique nominees were voted down. 

The Jiabilities of Bond Brothers, brokers, are 
estimated by the Assignee at $2, 500, 000, of which
